And these tourna- 
ments should be publi- 
cized at least nine 
months in advance in 
soccer publications of 
national circulation in 
the United States, 


International tournaments for kids can be fun 
as well as instructional

America. 

International com- 
petition at the youth 
level will pay big di- 
vidends later when it 
comes to the Olympics’ 
and World Cup. 

These tournaments 
are not free. Teams 
pay entry fees many 
months in advance of 
between $130-$400. 

For this fee, each 
team is guaranteed a 
certain minimum num- 
ber of games, usually 
three of five.

The Dallas Cup, 
held every year around 
the end of March in 
Dallas, Texas, attracts 
teams from Italy, 
South America, Rus- 
sia, England, and 
many other soccer lov- 
ing nations.

Tournaments lasting 
only a few days aren’t 
economical for in- 
ternational compe 
tion. 

For its part, the 
tournament host se-

well as arranging for a 
thousand other details. 


Organisation 


Catering to youth 
soccer in the United 
States and elsewhere 
has become big busi- 
ness. 

The May 24th issue 
of “Soccer America” 
lists 26 travel agents 
that cater to youth soc- 
cer teams. 

In addition, the 
tournaments them- 
selves often provide 
strong financial be- 
nefits to the host com- 
munity. 

Teams often rent 
hotel rooms for the 
week-long tourna- 
ments. 

Sometimes, of 
course, especially at 
some of the shorter 
tournaments, team 
members stay as guests 
of host team players’ 
families. 

In any event, the 
players and their fami- 
lies are tourists, and 
they spend money on 
transportation, food, 
and local merchandise. 

Most tournaments 
also contract with local 
businesses to have con- 
cessionaires selling 
soccer equipment as 
well as the normal 
food items near the 
soccer pitches.

The home side lost in 
the resulting penalty 
shoot-out with an ex- 
hausted and demoral- 
ised Vialli, stretched out 
on the ground, watching 
from the sideline. 

“I was asked to sacti- 
fice myself and 1 did,” 
said Vialli, who has 41 
caps and had scored 11 
times for Italy before 
losing form, 

“T accepted an un- 
pleasant role because in 
Italy’s game one of the 
two strikers has to sacri- 
fice himself for his team 
mate. As a result I lost 
my morale and my 
place.” 

Vialli, the first to rush 
on and hug Schillaci 
when the Sicilian striker 
scored, accused the 
Italian press of whip- 
ping up stories of 
jealousy between the 
two men, 

“I don’t suffer from 
jealousy,” Vialli said. “I 
have been wrongly por- 
trayed, as a man and as 
a player, and now peo- 
ple have got a very bad 
impression of me.” 

Vialli, who is now 
planning a long holiday, 
won sympathy from 
Paolo Rossi, Italy’s hero 
when he helped them to 
win the 1982 World Cup 
with six goals. 
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The newspaper 
quoted Roberio Vieira, 
spokesman for the 
Brazilian Football Con- 
federation (CBF), as 
saying Leao was most 
likely to be named as 
the new coach. 

The CBF will 
announce its decision 
on July 28, the paper 
said. 

“It’s true that there 
has not been a definite 
decision about Lazar- 
oni’s successor. But I 
would bet on Leao be- 
cause he is the most 
cited among the CBF 
directors,” said Vieira, 
who has been with the 
CBF for 18 years 

The Brazilian press 
had previously tipped 
former World Cup star 
Paulo Roberto Falcao 
and Carlos Alberto Par- 
reira as the favourites to 
succeed Lazaroni who 
has been widely criti- 
cised for Brazil’s poor 
showing in this World 
Cup.
